Application of the rules. 


1. The following rules prescribe the procedure for the receipt and 
payment of money, and for keeping accounts, to be observed by officers 
exercising judicial powers and dealing with money in that ca pacity. These 
rales do uot apply to the High Court, or to the Presidency Small Canse 
Coart; nor do they apply to the subordinates of the Magistrate of the 
District, because such of them as are stationed in the interior of the district 
exercise also Collectorate powers and keep their accounts under Treasary 
rules, and the transactions of those at head-quarters are included in those of 
the Magistrate. They apply to all Judges, Additional Judges. Subordinate 
Judges, Munsifs, Small Cause Court Judges, and Magistrates of Districts, and 
these are all included ynder the general term “ Judge.” 


Nore 1.—The Rules apply to Judges of Small Cause Courts (other than the Sealdah Court) as. if they 
were District Judges (vide Rule 3), and not as if subordinate to District Judyes.—( A ccountant-General’s 
No, 279, dated 4th June 1881.) 

Nore 2.—The Judge of the Small Cause Court at Sealdah has been exempted from these rules as there 
is no Treasury at Sealdah, and the Judge keeps a small cash chest, rendering accounts to the Accountant- 
General direct—(Deputy Accountant-General's No. 183, dated 30th April 1881.)

(b) In Districts sach as Malda, Bogra, etc., where there is no District 
Judge, the principal Civil Judicial Officers at the head-quarters are- the 
officers invested with the powers of a District Judge for the purposes of 
accounts; and they will keep and render the accounts of all the Civil Courts 
in their respective districts. A District Judge cannot delegate his powers 
as regards accounts to any of his subordinates. What he can do, when 
absolutely necessary, is to place any of the officers subordinate to him in 
charge of accounts, without in any way relieving himself of responsibility 
for the due accounting for all receipts and payments. When this is done, 
the Judge’s establishment will do all the work 1n connection with the 
accounts, the subordinate officer will sign the papers as if he were placed in 
charge of the current duties of the Judge’s Court, and to the Chief Ministerial 
officer of the District Judge’s Court (but of no other Court at head-quarters 
stations) may be delegated the duty of passing chalans. 4 


The “Judge in charge.” 


4. The term “Judge in charge” is used to designate the officer who, when. 
there are two or more Courts at one station, supervises the single set of 
accounts maintained for all such Courts. When there is but one Court at a 
station, the Judge thereof is the “ Judge in charge ” of his own accounts. 

Nore.—At head-quarters stations the accounts for all Courts shall be kept in the District Judge's 
Court. At subdivisions and out-stations, the accounts of all Courts shall be kept in the office of the Munsif 
laced by the District Judge in charge of the accounts of that station, and to his office shall be attached 
the staff of the Accounts Department. . ;

2. Lands available for lease.—The “ waste lands,” to which these rules 
apply, include all lands ungranted and unoceupied at the disposal of 
Government, or those which from any cause or under any circumstances 
whatgoever revert to Government in the Sundarbans of the district of the 
24-Parzanas (including Saugor Island) and Khulna and which have not been 
declared a reserved forest under the Forest Act, VII of 1878. : bigs 

8, Right of Government to-withhold land from being settled.—''he Govern- 
ment reserves to itself the right of withholding the settlement of any land 
by special order made at any time before the settlement is finally made. 


Rights In the lands which are reserved ‘by Government, 


4, Proprietary rights.—Government retains its proprietary rights in the 
lands which may be settled. 

5. Rights to minerals on lands settled.—The Government reserves to itself 
the right to all minerals, together with such rights of way and other reason- 
able facilities as may be requisite for working, gathering and carrying away 
such minerals. 

6. Rights of fishery.—The Government reserves all rights of fishery and 
the control of all channels and streams. It is not the intention of Govern- 
ment that any raiyat of any estate shall be prevented from catching fish for 
his own use in the enclosed water of any khal within the estate, provided 
that the raiyat observes such close times and uses only such methods of 
fishing as the Collector may from time to time approve. No raiyat is per- 
mitted to convert his allotment into a fishery nor to take any measures for 
admitting fish into his allotment from channels and streams outside it with- 
out the previous consent of the Collector. 


7. Lands tape subject to rights of way, ete.—The land shall be subject to 
all existing rights of way and water and other easements, and to any excep- 
tions and reservations which may be particularized in the lease. 

8. Right reserved to tie public.—A tow-path not less than 25 feet in width 
oneach side of every navigable stream and channel shall ordinarily be 
reserved by Government for the use of the public. 


9. Common lands. —The Govérnment reserves to itself the right to regu- 
late the conditions as to the use of any lands which may be reserved for the 
common use of the villagers. :

17. Maintenance of boundary marks,—The position and extent of his 
allotment will be pointed out to the raiyat, and artificial boundary marks 
will be erected so far as may be necessary to indicate his holding; these will 
be erected at the expense of and must be maintained by the raiyat.

“10, To officers of Customs below the rank of Assistant Collector, or 
other persons, who are instrumental in detecting and bringing to notice 
infringements and evasions of the provisions of the Sea Castoms Act, 1878, 
or of the Indian Merchandise Marks Act, 1889, rewards may, when it is con- 
sidered that they are merited, be given in the following cases in’ which goods 
may be confiscated or a penalty or fine imposed :— 


(a) Smuggling or attempted importations of articles contrary to the 
provisions of section 18 or 19 of the Sea Customs Act, 1878. 


(b) Breaches or attempted breaches of the provisions of the Sea 
Customs Act, 1878, or -of rules made thereunder, when such 
breaches were prebebly intended to facilitate the importution 
or exportation of dutiable goods, or the removal of goods from 
bond without payment of fall duty thereon. 


(c) Breaches of the provisions ‘of the Indian Merchandise Marks Act, 
A 1889. 


(d) False declaration of the contents of packages in regard to sort, 
quality, quantity, value or other conditions. 


(e) Undervaluation ina bill of entry, or understatement of quantity in 
a shipping bill, affecting the amount of duty chargeable where 
such undervaluation or understatement is solely the result of 
accident or error. 


11. (a) In each case the reward shall not exceed one-half of the realised 

value of the confiscated goods (if any) and of the penalty or fine imposed, and 

shall be so restricted that the balance shall suffice to cover all outstanding

quence of the seizure of the goods. 


(b) If, however, in any case the value of the confiscated goods, or

(6) Uwo Mining Engineers or Colliery Managers, who must be the 
holders of first class certificates. Provided that a Mining Pro- 
fessor may be appointed instead of one of the Mining Engineers

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(4) The remuneration of each local non-official examiner shall be Rs. 150 
for each examination, and a capitation fee of Rs. 2 for each first class candi- 
date and Re. 1 for each second class candidate examined, and travelling 
expenses and halting allowances on the first class scale under the Civil 
Service Regulations; but an inspector of Mines, acting as a local examiner, 
shall not be entitled to any tee or remuneration whatsoever, beyond the 
travelling expenses and halting allowances due to him in his official-capacity.

9. No candidate who fails to obtain 66 per cent. of the total number of 
marks, or 33 per cent. in either of the subjects of mining or mechanics, shall

21. Any candidate speaking to any other candidate during the exami- 
nation, or using any book, notes or private paper, or acting in any manner 
which the examiners consider improper will be liable to be. disqualified at 
their discretion. The Board of ~ may in sucha case use their 
discretion as to allowing the candidate to sit at any future examination. 


22, When a candidate has completed the answers to the questions, or 
when the time allowed for answering the questions has elapsed,or he bas 
been disqualified, he must hand the paper of questions and his answers to 
the examiners, and at once leave the examination room. 

23. A time table will be supplied to each candidate at the commence- 
ment of the first day’s examination. 

24. The oral examination will be held at a subsequent date. Only those 
candidates who obtain a certain degree of proficiency in the written exami- 
nation will be examined orally. Due notice’of time and place will be sent 
to each candidate required by the examiners for oral examination. 

25. The number of marks given for each question will be shown in 
brackets at the end of the question. 

26. Ink and paper wiil be provided, and no paper other than the official 
paper provided. may be used.
